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countries, one to the Amazon River ("The World's Greatest River"), one to 
the "Coffee Industry in Brazil," one to "The Metropolis of the Southern 
Hemisphere" (Buenos Aires), one to the "Cocoa Industry in Ecuador," and 
one to the "Turtle Islands" (Galapagos Islands). The reading matter is 
alive. It holds the attention constantly and therefore is well adapted to the 
minds of elementary students as a source of supplementary information. 

With the significance to us of South America growing daily, such a clear, 
attractive description and discussion as is contained in this volume will prove 
most helpful to our junior citizens.
